AS agreed at a Conference some years ago, each State 
Statistician prepares estimates of the yheat Harvest as at or 
about the 15th October, November and December each year. It is 
not the practice to publish the October Estimate, but the Common- 
wealth Statistician is advised mo that he can prepare a provisional 
estimate for the whole of Australia. 


Any estimate based on conditions early in the season 
must of necessity be open to a wide margin of error. 


As is usual, reports have been received dealing with 
conditions in each of the main wheat producing hundreds (approx. 
4,00), and the present estimate has been compiled on the basis of 
these reports ~- giving an estimated yield on present conditions 
of 17,000,000 bushels from 2,600,000 &cres (including areas failed 
or fed off) or an average per acre of 61 bushels.
